'■-•There.ia^o.uae trying to ignoriog.the 
fact that there Rre hard times just now all 
over the world. Since the collapse in 

Miiy last thoro has beuii a goiiorul tloproa- 
aioii in lUl braiicliua of trade. Tho panic 
which it was fearud would follow tho gi- 
gantic fttilurcs that startled us a fow 
months a{;o lias apparently lieun avtrtcd; 
but there is every indication that the 
jlinit^d'^ States Ajad. Canada will have to 
brace themselves to withstand a season of 
doprcssion such as has not buen oxpi-ri- 
oiioo^l for yoar.s. Onu of the iinat serious 
features of tho present stagnation in trade 
is' the fact that it ia iari,'oly tho result of 
over-production. When the rovoryo is 
the case >anjl deprossiuii is caused by a 
failui'e hi" crops and tho falling oil' of 
in.^nufadtures there is always tho hopo of 
the first aacccssf 111 season briiif,'ing brif,'ht- 
er tim&. it l^ut the problem of over-pro- 
duction is a harder one to solve. Tliu 
wheat trade ia tlie most consiiicuous ox- 
nniplo of the condition of ali'air.s. The 
price of wheat is lower in Eiii,'lflnd tlian 
at.any time since 17B0, a period of 10 1 
years. Wheat is iiovv aelling tlioroat J^Uii 
a tun, tho same price at wliicli it sold in 
1780. Thoro liave only been two occas- 
ions in this Century when wheat has been 
very low in England; but never so low as 
now. In 1851 it sold at $38.50 and in 
1835 at §39 while in the early years of the 
century it was as high as $118, 8119, and 
evon $120 a ton in 1812. The i)re8ont de- 
pression is caused by tho iioavy production 
of wheat all over the world and tho Innit- 
ed demand in consequence. NV^th abund- 
ant, crops ppuring ' into Liverpool there is 
no inducement to buy; consumers hold oil 
and tho market consequently drops. Tho 
price in now ao low tliat operators are be- 
ginning to look ^ora reaction. Whona;iy 
market is 'oyer-BuppIied, production, ha.s 
to'^be Stayed until there is a demand 

. when, prices resume their uormal tigurea. 
But as the wheat area of tho world is con- 
stantly being extended it is puzzling to 
understaild how tho prices Ciin bo kept up 
to what they liave been in the past. If 
Manitoba and tho Nnrtliwest in a few 
years aro able to add their millions of 
bushels to the present supply of the world 
and the wheat distrintn nf Indiri are brought 
under greater cultivation, while there is 
no proportionate increase in tho demand, 
what can bo expected but that tho prices 
will licep where thuy aro or drop even 
loweri And then unless cheaper means 
for raising and transporting wheat aro 
provided, there will be .a falhng off in the 
production of thoao countries (notably 
Oregon, Manitoba and the Nortiiweat) 
which requiro costly transportation to 
reach the great wheat markets. In manu- 
factures too, both in America and Eng- 
land, the evil of ovor-produotion is being 

•felt. In many branches of trado in Eng- 
land' it has' been found necessary to coaso 
operations. In the east coal mining ia to 
be stopped to a great extent this month 
to give tho market a little reat. And in 
the New England BtiUes forty-eight of the 
principal mills, including all those making 
print cloth, lately shut down fur a week 
which had the effect of considerably bright- 
etiing that market. That the 'iimes are 
dull is a fact that has to bo recognized. 
The dullness ia felt all over this coast. 
But if any place can escape from the pre- 
sent depression this is the place. Victoria 
should suffer Il-ss than any city on the 
coast. The interests of the province as 
yet are not of a manufacturing kind, nor 
'"'are we exporters of wlieat. We have with- 
in ourselves the elements of prosperity 
and tho various public worka and eiitor- 
priscs now being pushed forward should 
be sutilciontto tide us over the hard times 
should things elsewhere become any 
'worse. 

TJsW^niNESE QUESTION. 

.'^Tlie Winnipeg !Sun, whoao editor 
• would appoar to be a violent ty[)e of the 
crunk variety, ao far as Britiali Columbia 
and hor iiitoroata an; coiiconied — has ci 
hurcu article on the proposition to re- 
strict Chinese immigration into Canada, 
He pretests against this thinly populated 
province dictating to tlie rest of tlie Do- 
minion on so importuMl a matter, and do 
. clfires that a reatrictivo law could not be 
f enforced by Canada because it would l)e 
; ii^'violatioii of the treaty obligations of 
' Great ' Britain ■• with China. Tho treaty 
which Mr. Burlingnme, when U. S. Min 
ister to China, niado with the Celestial 
Empire, and which treaty was afterwards 
conlirmed by the I'. .S. Senate, plnced 
the citizens of both countries on an ecjUa! 
footing to all intents and purposes, (iroat 
Britain and other treaty powers then 
'■ Hsked^to be accorded .similar privileges. 
Th^ reqbest' was, granted by China, and 
thei fwovisions of the! Burlingame- treaty 
were extended to Clroat P.ritain, Fnvnce, 
Germany, etc. Tliu exisiencu of that 
treaty did not act as a bar to legialation 
when tho United States passed their 
r restriction lawyrCommiasioners bearing a 
copy of tho law were aent to Pokin whore 
tho eniperor approved of tho restrictive 
feature, and altered the trc.ity to meet its 
requirements, remarking that he would bo 
only too glad ''if foreign powers would 
assist him in keeping his children at 
, homo." Tlio Winnipeg Sun forgets that 
tht* pooplo of all Canada have as largo an 
intorest in limiting tlio Chinese immigra- 
tion as tho people ot British Columbia. 
A vast number of theae pcoi)lo aro now 
employed as railway navvies in tho in- 
terior of this province, aiid as soon as tho 
Onderdonk contracts are completed tlioy 
will eitheciry toiBPiliggle themaehes int6 
the Pacific states, thus creating a danger 
of international complications, or awarm 
eastward by way of the Pacitic railway to 
,. take up their abode in tho towns and 
cities. To those who have an intimate 
acquaintance with evon the favorable 
specimens now in Canada tho prospect of 
an influx of a few thmiaaiids ia not at all 
pleasant to contomi)late. The onus and 
resjjonsibilyof proving th(! undeairability 
of this class of imniigiation should not be 
thrown entirely on the British Colum- 
ibia membera; and when the Wirinipeg 
Sun intimates that this province alone 
has an intorest in tho passage of a restric- 
tive measure it talks silly rubbish, wliich 
which is only e(]ualled by tho stulT tho 
same paper was until lately accustomed to 
write about the Canadian Pacitic railway 
being built to quiet tho clamor of ton 
thousand whites in Ihitish Columbia. 
. That railway has proved a groat national 
blessing, and the Cliineac question is as 
much a national matter as the railway. 
/.-.Every workingman, every merchant and 
manufttcturor throughout tho Dominion 
has an interest in the restriction of this 
nmst undoairable class of iimnigrants, 
for if no restraint ia inipoaed in a fow 
years they will control the labor markets 



of the east as they do now those of the 
west. jv? 



GANABTAN WSEAT 

'. >This has been a good year for Cana- 
dian farmers nnd they expect to export 
a large'ijuantity of wheat. Ontario has 
hitherto been tho only province that 
produced any eurplus worth speaking 
of. Now, according to the statistics of 
the Ontario Bureau of ludu.stries, the 
yield of wheat in 1882 wa.h 40,1)21,- 
201 bushels. Tlio tables of trade and 
navigation for the ILscal year ending 
Juno 30th, 18^3, siiow that Canada ex- 
ported during iUat year ;6,867,45ti 
biushela of wheat. Tho exportations of 
Hour for the same vear amounted to 
4Sfl,01G barrnl.s, or equal to 2,200,707 
bushels of wheat, making tho total ex- 
port of wheat, botii ground anil un- 
ground, for the year !jS,0GS,lDr), The 
quantit} required for home consunip 
tiou that year would therefore appear 
to have been •over .•^2,000,000 hii.sliol.H. 
Aci^ordinc t.<> the Ol'tario !?uroi!u'H 
statistics tho crop of this year amouiita 
to .31, 683,902 buslic-k 

This is clearly not enough for lioino 
con. sumption. On the other hand there- 
]iort8 from Manitoba are that that 
province will export from seven to 
nine inillions of bushels. It seems in 
credible that tno ]>riirie ))rovinc(' Iihh 
witliin a couple of year.s becaiuo a 
greater exporting province than On- 
tario but from 'tne'Be' tradi^^tatistica it 
seems certain that all the wheat that 
will be exported this year will come 
from Manitoba. 



FALSE HEPOHT OF HER MA- 
JESTY'S DEATH. 

On tho afternoon of the 2.'>th .\uguat 
London was startled by a rumor that the 
Queen iiad suddenly - died. All the ma- 
chinery of tho London press was promptly 
put in motion to ascertain tho facta. Marl- 
borough House, Buckingham Palace, the 
Uome Ofiico and the residence of Sir Wil- 
liam Gull were besieged by reporters sent 
to gather every obtainable bit of infor- 
mation and telegrams wore sent flying in 
every direction. Inquiries, however, 
showed that tlio rumor was only a hoax. 
Still, tho Queen's health is precarious and 
the long continued^ts of melancholia are 
regarded by the medical profession as in- 
dicating a conditidn^of ..her systdin wliich 
may any time become worse.

To THE Editou: — Having seen in one of 
your evening contemporaries a few lines of 
good wholesome advice to two young men 
whom a.Tepresentative of that journal saw 
at a late hour'the other night in a stale^of 
intoxication, I, as a young man of thia 
city, fool called upon to say a few worda 
concerning this vice. A bylaw was passed 
some years ago by the council then in 
power to prevent young lads under a cer- 
tain age from walking the streets after the 
hour of 9 o'clock at night. Front' present

hopo. It is getting to bo tho opinion 
among businona men that the Victoria 
boya are not to bo relied upon anil they 
aro looking for boys from the eastern 
cities to give them work as they say they 
can do twice the work of a Victoria boy 
and that the majority of thoao fr jm tho 
oast do not drink. Tho present citizena 
cannot live alwaya and in fact many of our 
older reaidenta who have upheld thia city 
in all its advoraities aro dropping oil' ollc^ 
by one.

The. cause of the foundering of tho 
steamship Umatilla in Ksqniiualt harbe'r 
after she was towed in by the Wellington 
remained a m\stery until the 2"Jth nit., 
when an examination was made by Messrs. 
D. Cartmel, chief engineer, R. N., Geo. 
fMillivan, chief engineer, 11. N., aud Wm. 
H. Neiman, chief engineer of the Unintilhi. 
Mr. Cartmol first examined to ascertain 
whether any of tho valves had been opened 
or improperly set to admit water from the 
sea to the engine room bilges and thus cause 
the ship to sink. Mr. Oartmel found all 
such valves closed aud reported that the 
shi)) was not sunk by that moans. The 
three examiners aliove referred to then 
turned their attention to the water ballast 
tanks, with two of which the ship is fitted 
— one forward with a euiiaeity of (ilO tuns, 
and the other aft, with a capacity of ojll 
tuns, the engine-room emupartment being 
ainidshipii. A ll)-ineh pipe, in which are 
two sluice valves, einineetri these tanks, and 
by this means they can bo filled from the 
Sea, pumped out (either together or sep- 
arately) or, iu case one is full ami the other 
empty, reduced to the same level. On ex- 
amiuiug these two sluice-valves tliey were 
both foimd wide open — tho main seacock 
(or valve) being fouud shut and fastened 
by means of a chain aud padlock. The 
examiners eonelude that up to the arrival of 
the vessel in I'.sipiiiiialt harbor the lorwaril 
ballast tank was sullicii'iitly eiuiity to give 
her buoyancy enougli to kee]i her atloat; 
and the after tank heing at the same time 
full, W(! theri'tore i'oiiehidc> that either one 
or both of tlu! sluice-valves in the lO-ineh 
pipe were opened after the ship had bei'ii 
at anchor, thus-, allowing the water in the 
after tank to' flovir into the forward tank, 
and I'onsecpiently depressing her bow kuU'l- 
ciently to allow the water in the forehold to 
overllow till' forward ballast tank, thus fill- 
ing tile engine-room eompartmeut aud 
rapidly sinking the ship. 

'I'liis report disposes of the sus|)ieion 
wdiieh had all uIoiil; prevailed that the 
I'mutilla was wilf\illy sunk by sonu; person 
w ho opened her valves to admit water frinii 
the sea after the vi-ssel had lu'ou towed into 
Esipiiuialt barbijr.

Thus producers 
tributary to the N. P. line can lay their 
wheat down in Liverpool for §10.00 [)or 
ton via Duluth, against §18.50 via Port- 
land — a reduction of about ?.'t per ton, or 
y cents per bushel. Tlie rate from thi.'i 
section to Liverpool via Portland is, say 
§17.00, while the roto over tho N. P. 
line via Duluth would be $18, so that 
Portland is tho cheapest route for our

Our wheat to-day wmild probably sell 
for about 70 cents a bushel without sacks 
in Minneapolis, and as most of wheat ia 
sold there in bulk it may be doubted 
whether buyera would lake aacka. Tho 
freight from Wallula J unction and points 
east uf there would be 24 cents per bushel 
leaving tho seller, on thu supposition of 70 
cents in Minneapolis, 4G cents f'lr his 
wheat. The freight from Walla Wallii to 
the .lunction is a trille over 7 cents, which 
would have to bo deducted, leaving about 
liO cents per bushel.

TIIE DUBLIN §CAIV DAL. 

At'«iiii<t:il orUr. I'lciiaiKlez aii«l 
Kejoiciiiy; ol' His Fi-icii«Is. 

DtrnLiK, Aug. 22. — Although acquitted 
by the jiu-y on Wednesday, Cornwall was 
not released, as he has yet to be tried ou a 
joint indictment in Mliicb he .nid Cajit. 
Kirwii-L are ehmged with conspiracy and 
soliciting. It is reported also that the 
Crown ollieala intend to bring another 
charge agaiust Cornwall. 

Cornwall, the i)ostmastor of Dublin, who 
was tried for such n liideoas crime, is the 
sou of landed proprietor in ileath, and after 
u short service aselerU iu the London ollice, 
was appointed in 1850 to his recent position 
by the Marquis of Clanricarde, when post- 
master-general, at the instance of tho 
Marchioness, who was fascinated by hia 
musical accomplislunoiits and drawing-room 
graces. He stiuula six feet, is of haudsomo 
presence, but ponii)OUS uad [jretentious, 
aud with a great deal of vulgar swagger 
both ill his air and conversation. There is 
nothing, bowever, rei>ellaiil or repugnant 
in bis iippearaiiee, or which would give the 
least index of crime, lie is (11. Mr. Kir- 
wiii, who tignres beside liiui, and who will 
probably be found less of a criminal than u 
foolish friend, is of a Giilwuy family of re- 
markable gentleness aad purity -ef ohacaoter, 
and is a nepliew of Lawrence, author of 
"Guy Livingstone." He has that thin f.\ir 
hair aud cream-colored coinpledou which 
spcnks the slender miud. The lirst mention 
of his nanit iu tlie matter killed bis mother. 

Dt iii.i.N', Aug 215. — At the Dublin Cas- 
tle trials on Thursday when Robert Fow- 
ler and Daniel Coiisidine were convicted 
of kouiiing disorderly houses, and aon- 
tunced to two years' imprisonment. Dr. 
.\lbert L. Fernandez, surgeon-major of 
tho third battalion of Grenadier Guards, 
who was alao trioj, had uvon^moro com- 
plete vindication than that awarded to 
Cornwall. Aa soon as the crown had 
closod its case, tho foreman of the jury 
arose and said that the jurors were unan- 
imously of tho opinion that it was un- 
necessary to introduce any evidence for 
the defenao, aa they wore prepared to give 
a verdict of acquitt.al upon tho testimony 
which hud been given for Llio prosecution. 
Tho jury was polled, and the verdict of 
not guilty having been formally rendered, 
the judge discharged tho prisoner, and de- 
clared he left the court wilhout a stain 
upon his character. As soon aa Dr. Fer- 
nando;', appeared ii[)Oti the street he was 
greeted with cheers by a large party of 
medical atudenta, who had assembled in 
liuticip.ition of his acciuittal, and who es- 
corted him to the Iinparinl hotel, whore 
all impromptu bau(|uet was given in hia 
honor. Tbo crimes with which Dr. Fer- 
nandez was charged were .illeged to have 
been cominittod iu connection with Mal- 
colm Johnston and Johnston Lyttle. In 
conaoquence of the broak-down of the 
Ft:rnaudaz case, it booaino ovidonl that 
no convictions could be obtained against 
Johnaton and Lyttle, and their cases 
wore nolle proae(|iiiod. The new name 
mentioned during the trial in connection 
with the scandals wore those of Lieut. 
Solikoy, of the Dragoon Guards anil of a 
stockbroker named Boyle. 

Diini.iN, Aug. '24. — .liimea Pillar, who 
pleaded guilty to scandalous felonies and 
conspiracies in Dublin, was sentenced to- 
day to twenty ycArs penal servitude. The 
jury wore unable to agree to a verdict in 
tho case of e.x-Sucretary Cornwall and 
Captain Kirwin, who were tried jointly on 
an indictment for conspiracy and solicit- 
ing. The second trial has been postponed 
till the next cmninisBion, and the priaon- 
ors sut at liberty on oroviding suitable 
bail.

A I'rcncil Cliiel' Justice Fatal- 
ly Shot by Ills Brothcr-iii- 
Liaw in Open Court 

{I'l'rpiiriian Ui^iiatcli to I'nriu O.aoloij.) 

The Trial-room of tho Ci-iniinril Court 
was this morning tlie sceiiuof a tragedy 
unheard of ill judiciiil annals. A man 
iiuinetl Bach, who became insolvent 
HOtnn months ago, hus since then re- 
peatedly accused liis lirotlier iii-law, M. 
Pay, tiie Chief .Justice of the (Jivil 
Court of Coret, of being the author of 
his ruin, llo had several (lofaniatory 
articles printed ugainsb his brother-in- 
law, an<l distributed tliem among 
the business men in this vicinUy. In ad- 
dition, lie made charge after charge 
against M. Puy before the 'Prosecuting 
Attorney oE IVEoutpcllier and to the. Min- 
ister of J ustice. For tlie,s(! acts Bach 
was last year sentenced to eight days' 
imiirirtouinenC, To-dnj' lie was again 
suininoiied before the same Judge. 
When bis case was oalled ha seated 
liimaelE on the prisoners' bench, in 
company with M. Toulouse, his at- 
torney. 

AI. Puy was called a.s a witness. Ho 
stated Ilia lurmo, age and vocation, and 
at the inonieiit ho raised his hand to 
take the oath. Bach suddenly sprang 
to his feet und, taking quick aim with 
a revolver, (irod three .shots at him. 
Tho first aliot inisscid, tlu^ Hncoml struck 
tiio Oiiief Justice in the arm, and the 
third ill the chest n Utile aliovo the left 
breast. A fourth bullet BubH(H]uently 
fired embedded itself in ',lie wall direct- 
ly tihovo the lietvd oi t'lio doorkeeper. 

Tiie-Oliief 1 Justice fdl, bathed, in 
blood. The ejccitoment of the presiding 
mnniatrftto, lawy(U's ami Kpootators was 
iiidosoribabln. The woun(l(?(l mnii was 
borne into the council cluunbin'. Tlic 
phyaicinii, hastily uiiTled, expressed tho 
opinion that t;be wouiiJa were danger- 
ous and gave but little hopes of re- 
covery. During this time the assassin 
had been arrested and looked up. Great 
excitement prevailed throughout the 
city. 

According lo later details Jiacli lind 
premeditated his crimo and had deter- 
to kill his brother-in-iaw. In order not 
to lui.sa him, Bach touched the Ohief 
.l ustice's aril) at the inoinenb ho was 
about to take, the oaih. M. I'uy turned 
tow■n^•l^ liiiii and then tho asHUKHiu opon- 
C<1 lire. IL was iinnosHiblo to seize him 
until llio fourth .sjiat bad been lii-ed, 
and enviously iniougli it was three v.aga- 
bonds seated on the prisoiier.s' bench 
wliQ.sinangou him and disarmed hini. 
An 18-y ear old-son of M. Puy was in 
tiio courtroom and witnessed the at- 
tempt on hin father's life. '.
